At tho beginning of the 
last fiscal year thera were in England 
and Wales 91,247 premises licensed for 
the sflé of alcoholle ‘stimulants to be 
consumed on or of such premises, and 
which are known as on-licenses, In 
addition, there’ were 24,115 premises 
licengod: for tle sale of ‘such’ stimu- 
Jants}to he consumed off the premises 
and wliich referred to as off-llcenses. 
Thes® -figures, it might be noted, give 
an forage of about three licensed 
nnaaee for each 1,000 of ‘the popula- 
tion 
+ One outstanding feature revealed by 
these statistics 1s that the number of 
licensed houses: has for some years 
been steadily decreasing. The year's 


figures show a decrease of 1,287 in} 
the onlitense and 323 in the off-li- 
censes. Since 1895 the number, of 


omlicenses has gone down from 103,- 
84 to 91,247, and during the same 
period the off-licenses have been re- 
duced from 25,405 to 24,115. In con- 
sidering these réductions it is well to 
bear in mind: the increase in the pop- 
ulation, over 4,000,000 during the per- 
jod in question. 


The King’s Choiristers 

There are ten boys in London who 
every Sunday and on State occasions 
wear suits of clothes that In each in- 
stince cost something like $200. The 
lads thus expensively and brilliantly 
attired are the choristers belonging to 
the King’s private chapel in St, 
James’ Palace. When arrayed in 
their State sults they are truly a gorg- 
eous sight. 

Scarlet cloth fs the foundation of 
this costume, Bands of Royal purple 
between rows of heavy gold lace are 
the adornments. Old lace ruffles are 
worn at the neck and wrists. These 
ruffles are so valuable and so diffi- 
cult to replace that 
only on the most special occasions. 
At other times white lawn bands take} 
their place, The boys must take the 
greatest care of their suits which 
must endure three years. The un- 
dress suits are replaced every eight 
months. The choir is one of the 
historical institutions of Great Brit 
ain, and many of its old-time customs 
including the dress of the boys, are 
retained to this day. The choir has 
numbered among its singers such dis- 
tinguished musicians as Arthur Sulll- 
van, Edawrd Lloyd, Sir John Goss 
and Dr, BE. J. Hopkins.

Horse-Ralging Experiment 

An experiment in the raising of 
horses {s now being made in the Yu- 
kon territory about 175 miles west of 
White Horse. Owing to the abund- 
ance of fine !ands available for pas-) 
turage in Alaska and Yukon, should 
the experiment meet with success the 
raising of horses will become an enor- 
mous industry in these regions. Aft- 
er the horses have lived for some time 
in these localities their hair 
longer as a method of Nature to pro-| 
tect them from the cold. Horses have 
even been seen with a crop of hair 
as thick and long as that of a buffalo, 

Twenty-five brood mares were im- 
ported from Vancouver about a year 
ago and placed on the experiment 
ranch on the Duke River, 
these animals have got through the 
winter well. Some horses brought 
from the Oregon ranges to do trans- 
portatior work in 1911 Included sev- 
eral mares which foaled last spring | 
and their colts a‘l lived and were hard-| 
jer animals than their ancestors.

Everything had to be 
packcd from the base’ of supplies, and 
for this purpose 200 Americans and 
| Canadian horses were used. The to- 
| tal length of the Alaskan boundary is 
| 1,607 miles, and the cost of su-veying 
it was $1,500,000.

Receipts of shep and lambs 
have, on the other hand, steadily in- 
creased, and the prices paid, though 
considerably above those of 1911, were 
below those of 1910 and 1909, The 
run of hogs was well above that of 
1911 and 1909, but less than in 1908. 
; With the exception of 1910, prices of 
hogs were higher during 1912 than for 
a number of years.

THE EGYPTIAN SCARAB, 
Curious Sacred Sym.ol That Has En 


dured for 8,000 Years. 


The scarab, like the swastika, is a. 
; example of the curious 
| with which certain forms of symbol 


| ism have held the popular imagination | 
and endured from the earliest timer | 


down to the present day. It is now 
used as a decoration for clasps and 
buckles and also as part of a head 


| either in beads, enamel or metal. 

The use of the scarab as an emblem 
of the ancient Egyptian religion can 
be traced as far back as 6,000 B.O. 
It was, in fact, commonly employed 
in connection with religious observ: 
ances, archaeologists being of the 
opinion that when strung together iv 
numbers, 
ments and in papyri, they represented 
the rosaries used by worshipers in 
prayers. 

The practically invariable presence 
of the scarab among the wrappings of 
mummies and in the decoration of 
mummy cases points to its having 
been regarded by the ancient Egyp: 
tians as an emblem of resurrection, 
This symbolic interpretation is, 
fact, connected with the old 
that beetles arose from the dead, 
belief which doubtless owes its origin 
to the habit of these insects of rolling 
their eggs in balls of sand, so that 
| when the young are hatched they have 

the appearance of issuing unaided 

from the earth. Scarabs found in 
tombs usually bear some inscription 
from the Egyptian “Book of the 
| Dead,”
